CARE OF WORK HORSES. 


Many details must be obsenved in 
the care of the horse at work. At this 
season, with the approach of warm wea- 
ther, much attention must be given to 
keeping the animal’s coat in good con- 
dition. The pores of the skin must be 
kept open for the espape of perspira- | 
tion, and for appearances’ sake the 
dust must be brushed out of the coat 
thoroughly. Under the collars and} 
under the back-band, after a warm| 
day, the chaffed skin should be cool- 
ed with water, so as to allay any fev- 
erish tendency. 
_ Where conditions are favorable for 
it, after warm weather is come to stay, 
it is a good plan to wash out the coat 
during the hot weather every week or 
s0. Care must be exercised in this 
bathing process, however, and the horse 
should be exercised moderately aftex 
the washing to avoid th epossibility of 
the washing to avpid the possibility of | 
cold. As a rule, where the horse is) 
worked in the field a gjood share of 
the time, its shoes should be removed, 
and the hoofs should be kept pared 
moderately and trimmed at the edges 
to avoid breaking. 

It should be remembered that the 
horse becomes thirsty in warm weather 
as well as man.. If his master re- 
quires water to allay his thirst every 
hour, the horse should be offered the! 
same comfort at least once between | 
meals. It may bo observed here that 
water which has been drawn for an! 
hour or two will quench thirst, requir- | 
ing but a moderate amount for ithe 
purpose. It is usually the safer policy | 
for both man and beast, when very 
thirsty, to satisfy the craving with) 
clear water from the well that has! 
been drawn for an hour, as a rule. | 
The stock horses, that “are grazing, it| 
will be observed, seldom drink from | 
the bubbling spring to which they may 
have access, if there is a pool of clear 
water that is slightly warmer. This 
suggestion is on the theory that tho 
creature is not liable to drink too 
much, if this precaution is observed. It 
should be clear to everyone that there 
is danger of swallowing too much liquid | 
during the heated season | 

The most observing horsemen as a) 
rule, we believe, have come to the! 
conclusion that water should be given | 
just before feeding. Except in emer- 
gencies, no water should then be giv- 
en after this for two hours, Except 
during the four heated summer months 
there is little danger of any suffering 
if the horse is allowed all it wishes to 
drink just before taking its meals per 
day. Extended comment has been giv- 
en here on the subject of water, for 
the reason that many of the ills during 
the working season arise from one or 
the other extremes in furnishing drink 
to the horse. 

During the next two months of heavy 
work, if possible, the teams should have 
sound oats or banley as a principal 
grain food, A mixture by weight of 
One part oil meal or two Rats instead 
of the oil meal of wheat bran, with 
four parts of corn and eight parts of 
oats or barley, makes a very good 
combination. If the grain-is ground in- 
to a meal it should be mixed with chop- 
ped hay or enopres straw and if damp- 
ened a little all the better, ‘before 
feeding. It is not advisable as a rule, 
to allow the horse to devour the clear 
meal. The saliva will be permitted to 
act with better effect if this precau- 
tion is observed. If the hay used is 
very ripe and brittle, it is especially 
needful that a little olf meal or bran 
should be used in the food. : 

In case the hay was harvested in rare 
condition, it will exercise a laxative 
effect in digestion, and displace the 
oil meal or bran in the combination,

A CLOVER DISEASE. 


In his report presented to the coun- 
oil of the Royal Agricultural Society 
at their last meeting Mr. Carruthers 
mentions that a portion of a field in 
Kent had been sown in August last 
wilh W’rifolium incarnatum. ‘The plant 
began to show signs of failing ‘about 
Christmas. Several large patches show- 
ed themselves, especially in a part of 
the field which had been sown with a 
late red variety. The early red and 
the late white were less injured. Some 
of the injured plants were sent to him, 
and he found that they had been de- 
stroyed by Sclerotinia trifoliorum, a 
fungus that had not bitherto been 
known in Britain, though well known 
in Denmark, and discovered also in the 
United States. According to London 
Farm and Home, this fungus forms 
small masses of resting mycelium or 
sclerotia like those of engot, from which 
in due time one or more minute stalk- 
ed heads bearing spores are produced. 

The plant is attacked in the finst in- 
stance in the green leaves, and then 
the fungus makes its way through the 
plant, He found three or four sclarotia 
in some roots. Ajl the cellular tissue 
had been dissolved by the fluid given 
off by the mycelium and then consum- 
ed, leaving nothing of the root excerk

The quickest way to get from Eng- 
land to Lreland at the present time is 
from Holyhead to Dublin, a distance 
of 64 miles. The direct route by sea 
from London to Liverpool is 158 miles. 
From Cork, which is_ practically 
Queenstown, to Liverpool, it is 283 
miles. On a basis of miles, the land 
and tunnel route, avconding co the 
proposed plan, would be somewhat 
longer than the more direct water route 
of to-day. Considering the fact that 
no storms would be met with, and 
that stress of weather would at no 
time interfere with traffic, this appar- 
ent drawback disappears. Not only 
that, but it is far easier to ship goods 
by wail than water. The saving of 
time in loading and unloading is tre- 
mendous.

"THE ODD FOLK IN AN OLD FASHIONED 


NEW ENGLAND TOWN. 


There Ia No Casto, and Almost Verfoot 
Equality Exists—Far From the Busy, 
Bustling World and Freo From Its Many 


Disagreeable Features. 


Nobody starves to death in our village, 


Dut somo of our mountain folk who live 


far away on byronds, in places which are 

often inaccessible in winter, are very poor, 

411 nourished and ill clothed. However, 

the prevailing tone in Asher Dill's store 

and in the village generally is a humorous 
ono, u tone of irony and of good natured 

sarcasm. Almost everybody cultivates a 

fine sense of humor—in fact, to be humor- 

ous, and espeolally to be good at repartee, 
fs tho one intellectual ambition of the com- 
munity. Wo do not care much for learn: 
ing of any sort, Our lottors, which we 
put off writing till about six months after 
they are due, do not excel In grammar or 
ponmanship. And {t ts really astonishing, 
eyen to ourselves, how little wo care for 
what goes on in tho outside world. We 
read the papers with only a languid inter- 
est, being more concerned about tho trivial 
events in tho next town, duly chronicled 
in tho county paper, than we are about 
what is said ordone in Washington, in 

London or in Paris. But tho sense of hu- 

mor is deyeloped among us in childhood 

and is never lost, even in moments of diffi- 
oulty or of danger, 

Last Fourth of July a dosperate charac- 
ter who liyes on a mountain goad in the 
outskirts of tho town drove into tho vil- 
Jago ina lttlo rickety cart, waving over 
his head a woman's broken and battered 
sunshade, which he had picked up some- 
where. He was yery drunk, and before 
long the cart was upsct. His horse, a half 
broken colt, kicked and plunged and tried 
to run nway. ‘he fellow pluckily clung 
to tho reins and was dragged about on the 
ground hither and thither, being finally 
extricated from the ruins of his cart. But 
through it all ho kept the sunshado in his 
hand. ‘‘I don’t care anything about my- 
solf,’’ ha said, as he was assisted to his 
feet, the blood streaming from his face, 
nor about the hoss, nor about the cart, but 
I wuz dotermined to save this beauitful 
parasol.’’ 

To discuss why this humorous spirit 
should bo the prevailing spirit in an An- 
glo-Saxon community of Puritan descent 
would be a diffloult though pleasant task, 
but Imust content myself here with tho 
obvious remark that it could not oxist ex- 
egnt in connection with an ample back- 
ground of leisure. Our village—perhaps 
this cardinal fact ought to have been stated 
at the ontset—enjoys a blessed immunity 
from railroads, Tho nearest station is ten 
miles off, and the mails come by stage, 
which arrives anywhere between 7 a, m. 
and midnight—except on some nights in 
winter, when it docs not arrive at all, be- 
ing prevented by snow storms, Our man- 
ners, though a little brusque, are good, as 
manners always are in a community which 
has no ‘‘social superiors.’’ Every man in 
tho village who is not specially marked 
out by vice or poverty feels himself to be 
the equal, in all essential matters, of evory 
other man in the world, and this feeling 
goesa long way toward producing that 
equality which it assumes. Thero is ab- 
solutely no stealing among us; it would be 
perfectly safo to leave all your valuables 
on the front piazza at night, and perhaps 
this immunity is ono result of equality. 
Yo steal is a confession of inferiority, in- 
tolorablo among equals. (Cheating in a 
horso trade stands, of course, on a different 
footing, and may be practiced without en- 
tire loss of self respect.) Mr. Howells has 
expressed this truth. ‘‘I believe,’ he says, 
“that if eyer we have equality in this 
world, which so many good men haye 
hoped for, theft will be unknown."’ 

Tho absolute equality which prevails 
aniong us has its good and bad sides. It 
makes yulgarity and snobbishness impos- 
sible. Wo aro coarse, but neyer vulgar. 
Vulgarity implies a consciousness or semi- 
consciousness of inferiority, and among 
us, a8 I have said, there is no such con- 
sciousness. On the contrary, there is a 
want of reverence in the village. There is 
No person or group of persons to seta 
standard of manners or of morals for the 
rest of thocommunity. Nobody looks up 
to anybody clse—not eyen to the minister. 
Age itself scarcely inyites respect, and 
this want of reverence givesa certain bard 
and flippant tone to our lives. Tho physi- 
cian standsas highas anybody in town, 
and yet it was only the other day that I 
heard him addressed by’a little, dirty faced 
boy, not 12 years old, as ‘‘doc.”’ ‘‘Say, 
doc, when does the next school term be- 
gin?” was the inquiry made by this urchin 
in all sincerity, and the ‘‘doc’’ gaye him a 
civil answer, taking no offense at his want 
of respect.—Atlantic Monthly, 


Stories of Brahms,

unamiable companion. His wit was bril- 
Nant, but cruel, and its direct object could 
rarely join in tho amusement it created. 
One story begins with the statement that 
asa performer Brahins had an oxtremely 
hard touch. his once led a musician who 
was accompanying him on tho cotlo to ex- 
claim, ‘I don’t hear myself.’’ ‘‘Ah,’’ re- 
plied Brahms, ‘‘you aro a lucky fellow.” 
When he left tho room after a iyely even- 
ing among friends, ho used to remark, ‘If 
there is any one present whose feelings I 
hayo not hurt, I trust ho will receive my 
humble apology.” 

Brabms never could bring himself to 
produce an opera. “If 1 composed one 
which failed, I should certainly have a 
second try,'’ be said to pressing frionds, 
“but Icannot make up my mind to the 
first. To me the undertaking scems much 

the same as warringe.'? The Jatter insti- 
tution found no fayor in his cyes, and ho 
lived an igolated existence, recognizing no 
Kivsfolk.—Now York ‘Limes.

outa jar six inobos in height and fished 
around inside with one hand. He bronght 
out a crawling, bli object that he {m- 
mediately transferred toa little pastoboard 
box, in one side of which he had cutea 
small hole, near tho edge in the cover, 
Holding the hole up to the young man’s 
eyo, the druggiet shook tho box a little and 
the leech's head was soon at work reducing 
the size of tho dark patch under tho cye. 
Meanwhile tho company got somo instruc- 
tion about leeches, 
‘Tho medicative leech is not so much in 
domadnd as it ought to be,’’ said tho drug- 
gist, ‘and tho main difficulty in this 
country is to get leeches that will not cause 
blood poisoning. The decroase in the use 
of leeches by tho medical profession is re- 
markable, In England tho largest two 
hospitals formerly called for about 50,000 
of them; now they call for 50 or 100 
leeches at irregular intervals. Owing to 
a lack of demand and overproduction in 
the old country, tho price has fallen there 
to about one-half of that casily obtained 50 
yearsago. In this country a few places 
produce leeches, but they aro not so good 
as those that are imported. The best are 
brought from Norway in tubs of rich loam. 
In England the speckled leech, which is 
raised in Hungary for tho English trade, 
isthe most popular. Tho leech is used 
almost exolusively for removing blood 
from the eye after the bruiso isa day old.

The Daugers From Escaping Gas. 


So many people suffer from headaches, 
extreme lassitude and disinclination to 
mako any mental effort, a condition which 
amounts to positive inertness, that med- 
ical men have been inyestigating the why 
and wherefore of this state of things in or- 
der, if possible, to find a reason, and, fol- 
lowing that, a remedy for this annoying 
and discouraging condition. 

Among other facts brought to light, it 
appears that many headaches and much 
discomfort are traceable largely to the poj- 
sonous effects of gas of various sorts. 
Ordinary illuminating gas has, as is 
well known, the properties that produce 
asphyxiation, and eyen though the vio- 
tims may survive the accident of inhaling 
alarge amount of gas, the headache, 
nausea and prostration following such an 
experience are distressing in the extreme. 
It is often the case that people who live in 
houses Nghted by gas suffer serious conse- 
quences without being aware of it. They 
do not inhale enough to attract their at- 
tention, but the poisonous yapor slowly 
but surely undermines their health and 
produces headaches, congestion and a long 
train of unsuspected eyils. Especially is 
this the caso whero what is known as 
water gas is used. This gasis made by 
heating bard coal to a white heat, then 
passing steam over it. The carbon decom- 
poses the steam, and then, uniting with 
the oxygen, formsa gas known as carbonio 
oxide, which is deadly in the extreme. 

The immediate cause of death from car- 
bonic oxide is that it destroys the red 
blood corpuscles in the animal body. 
These red corpuscles conyey oxygen to 
eyery portion of the system. ‘The carbonic 
oxide destroys the oxygen, and in conse- 
quence there is a sort of suffocation of the 
blood, which results in death in a very 
short time. 

There are many instances of death from 
gas poisoning in houses illuminated by 
other means. In several cases 1t took a 
long time for the authorities to discover 
that the gas escaped through defective 
pipes and made its way through tho earth 
into the dwelling and slowly sapped the 
vitality of the unsuspecting occupants.— 
New York Ledger.

THE COCOANUT PALM. 


Something About This Wonderful Treo of | 
& Hundred Uses, 

Tho xocoanut palm is indigenous to the 
tropical countries. Its branchless trunk 
grows to o hoight of from 60 to 90 feet, 
and bears at its summit o crown of pin- 
nate leayes that are from 12 to 20 feet in 
length. It 1s essontially Mttoral, and 
“loves to bend over the rolling surf and to 
drop its fruit into the tidal waye."’ 

The thick husk and the hard shell of 
the cocoanut are well adapted to preserve 
its germinating power while it is being 
tarried by the winds and the waves to 
some distant shore. Hence the cocoanut 
palm ‘‘waves its graceful fronds over the 
emerald islands of the Pacific, fringes tho 
West Indian shores, and from tho Philip- 
pines to Madagascar, crowns the atolls or 
girds tho scahoard of the Indian ocean."’ 

It isa beautiful tree and ‘‘a joy forover,’’ 
becanese it ylelds a large variety of useful 
products. To the inhabitants of tropical 
countrics the cocoanut is an important 
article of food. It is eaten both ripe and 
unripe, the young, unripe nut containing 
¢ millcy fluid that fs very palatable. When 
fully matured, the nut yields a fixed oil, 
which is used for culinary purposes, in 
lamps and for manufacturing stearin can- 
dies and marine soap. By compression 
in the cold, the ofl is separated into a 
liquid called ‘‘oleine'’’ and a more solid 
part called ‘‘coccsine.’’ The hard shell of 
the nut is fashioned into cups, ladles, 
spoons, beads, bottles, knife handles, ctc., 
and is often beautifully polished and clab- 
orately carved. 

The terminal bud, or ‘‘palm cabbage,"’ 
is an excellent yegetable when cooked. 
Indeed, it is considered a delicacy, but it 
is seldom used because its removal neces- 
sarily cauees the death of the tree. From 
the trunk of this wonderful palm 1s ob- 
tained a saccharine sap called ‘‘toddy,"’ 
which is esteemed ao pleasant, refreshing 
drink. The dried palm leayes seryo for 
thatching houses, for making mats and 
baskets, and for cattle fodder. 

Coir js the most important fibrous prod- 
uct of the tree. It is the flber or husk of 
the immature nut. It is prepared for use 
by being soaked several months in water, 
and then beaten until the fibers haye en- 
tirely separated. Coir is a yaluable ma- 
terial for ropes, brushes, carpets, mats,

A viking craft found in Norway some 
time ago was in uso about tho year 1000

used at least 4,500 yerrs ago, and were 
contemporancous with the Dashur pyra- 
mids of tho cloventh Egyptian dynasty. 

With this boat and the two which re- 
main in the Catro musoum were two more, 
which still rest in the sands which stretch 
desolately from the Dashur pyramids, near 
which they were found. 

Tho five boats were found buried ata 
considerable depth, not far from the famous 
largest pyramid, and in such orderly form 
and with such mathomatical relationship 
to the great pile of stone that it was cyi- 
dent that they had been buried with de- 
eign at that particular spot. 
| Tho boats were found to be alike in tho 
| material of which they were constructed 
wnd in their g@peral dimensions. The ce- 
ur of antiquity, which entered into so 
much of the construction of things of 
wood, was used in building these boats, 
While the equipments of the boats had 
generally disappeared with time, their 
shapoly outlines still remained. 

Tho boat that Is in Chicago now was 
probably better preserved than any. It is 
80 feet long, 8 fect of beam and 4 feet of 
bold. A well preserved and peculiarly 
marked and designed piece of rudder of 
wood was found near the boats. —Harper'sa 
Round Table.

in the Richardson mine, and intense ex- 
citement has been created thereby, 

Years ago two men, Joseph Elliver 
and Daniel Pomill, were digging for 
copper on lot 18 in the fifth concession 
of Madoc, Mr. Fred Michall, an old 
Australian miner, who was visiting 
friends, merely heard of their work and 
went to see the operations. The minute 
he saw the gre he pronounced it to be a 
pocket of very rich gold ore. The land 
was owned by a Myr. Richardson and 
the two men had an option on it. The 
news reached the ears of some Belleville 
men, and they showed the ore to one 
Carr, a Boston man who was boring 
for oil near Belleville. He took a thirty- 
day option on it, but failed to meet the 
payment, and Lombanl & Harding of 
Toronto took the mix It is a tradition 
there that they barrelled up the ore 
from the pocket and shipped it to Ro- 
ester, N. Y., where the gold was ex- 


tracted and yielded, so it is alleged, 
over $300,000, The mine afterwards 
gave evidence of great richness, but 


through some misunderstanding was 
never worked to any great extent. 
Some litigation took place as to the 
ownership, and finally the claim was 
practically abandoned. Men were put 
to work on it again a few months ago, 
and now comes the news that another 
pocket has been struck which rivals the 
one found thirty years ago. Several 
smaller pockets were found lately, but 
now this late urge find has increased 
the excitement among miners until it is 
at fever heat.

Mow the Majestic and Canopus © lasses Dit 
fer in Efictency. 

In discussing the four new battle 
ships to be laid down by the British | 
Admiralty this year, the Pall Mall | 
Gazette observes that the Majestic | 
class and the Canopus class are similar 
in armament, each carrying four 46- 
ton wire guns and twelve 6-inch, but 
the Canopus has fewer 12-pounders, and 
other guns still smaller. She is also 
about 2,000 tons lighter than the Ma- 
jestic, or 13,000 against 15,000, and, 
drawing two feet less, is able to pass 
through the Suez Canal, which is an

FOOD BOR LAMBS.

She di-| 
gests the crude, raw food stuffs in her 


trated, easily digested and perfect moth- 
er's milk, In the abundance and regu- 
larity of this supply of milk depends 
your hopes of good lambs. You must 
feed the mother generously; yet, the | 
food must be of the right sort to be 


us to consider what milk is made of and 
why. Not to go specifically into details, 
the milk is very rich in nitrogenous ma- 
terials, in what we call protein. This 
protein is the stuff that muscle and 
brain-stuff and nerye-stuff and blood is 
made of. It is exactly what the young 
animal needs to make his frame grow 
and build up his young tissues, Now. 
to produce this milk in abundance the 
ewe must be fed foods that have in them 
the elements of milk. They must be 
foods that are somewhat rich in protein, 
Of course, there is fat in milk, and the 
animal system burns a good deal of car- 
bon, so we don’t want a food free from 
the starchy principles that are made of 
carbon yet, for milk production, you do 
need a greater proportion of protein to 
starchy food or fat-forming foods than 
if you were fattening the mother. 
This bars out the large use of corn in 
the diet. Corn will not make milk sat- 
isfactorily, no matter in what amounts 
it be fed. I have tried it by keeping 
ewes on full diet of corn, with clover 
hay, too, but the lambs did not generally 
thrive. I did not expect them to thrive, 
I was fattening their mothers for sale. 
Now there are any number of combina- 
tions of foods that will be good for the 
ewe, but we will consider what is easi- 
est and cheapest to you. Mix up the fol- 
lowing mixture, by weight: 100 lbs. 
cornmeal, 100 lbs. wheat bran, 25 lbs, oil- 
meal; shovel it over until well mixed, 
then give the ewes a little of it. Nach 
day increase the amount that you give 
them until they have all that they will 
eat; then £ would make a self-feeder, if 


Iwere you, and letthem run toit all the! 


time; they like to eat little and often; 
they will not eat too much while suck- 
ing their lumbs after once accustomed 
to it. It is true that they ‘will rapidly 
gain in flesh sometimes when fed this 
ration. Well, if not too yaluable, keep 


! up the food for afew weeks or less, after 


the lambs are sold and sell the mothers, 
too. Now the lambs will be getting what 
milk their mothers are capable of pro- 
ducing, yet they will soon want to be 
eating themselves. I know of no better 
food for them than this same mixture 
that I have advised for the ewes. Let 
them have all that they will eat of it, 
and they and their mothers will want 
clover hay of the best, and in abund- 
ance, too. Have it so that they can. all 
ret it, but not get on it with their dirty 
ittle feet. A lamb is more dainty about 
his ealing than a baby. ‘To have the 
lambs do their best they must be al- 
lowed to eat at their table, in a separate 
pen from the ewes, so that whenever 
they feel hungry there will be nothing 
to prevent their eating in peace. There 
ought to be plenty of sunlight, too, in 
which they can lie and sleep. Some way 
or other you must see that they areper- 
fectly happy—no fear, no disturbance, no 
awakening from sleep, no dog rumning 
through them, no hunger unsatisfied, no 
thirst unassuaged. It is the happy lamb 
that grows and causes your bank account 
to grow, [ think that lambs that are to 
spend their lives on the farm rather 
than coming to an early death at the 
butcher's block will need quite a differ- 
ent treatment from the one outlined 
above. 1 would not feed nearly so 
strong; would like the ewe to do her 
best in millk-giving, but the lamb had 
better have but little corn, if any. 


FEEDING COWS ON PASTURE. 


Very soon, now, warm weather will 
come, and, the soil being well filled with 
moisture, the grass in the pasture will 
start up and make rapid growth. When 
it gets up so as to provide a good bite, 
the farmer will turn out his cows. He 
will think, says Hoard’s Dairyman, be- 
cause the cows can get grass enough to 
“fill themselves,” and because the flow 
of milk increases, there is no need of 
feeding hay or grain any more. ‘The 
truth is that this fresh and succulent 
grass stimulates the production of milk 
beyond what the nutriment it contains’ 
will warrant. it is juicy and watery 
and lacks substance to such a degree 
that this large production of milk will 
rapidly reduce the strength, vitality 
and carcess of the cow, so that she can- 
not long continue this extra flow of 
milk, unless she has some more  sub- 
stantial food to go with this fresh grass, 
to keep her up in condition, The farmer 
makes a great mistake when he abrupt-| 
ly drops off his hay and grain feed as 
soon as the cows go out to grass in the | 
Spring. He would probably see very lit- 
tle difference in the amount of milk 
given for awhile, whether he fed grain 
and hay with the grass or not, and for | 
that reason may haye come to the con-| 
clusion that when they did feed grain 
on early pasture, it was thrown away, 
and they received no benefit from it.

He May Have Been Evolved Upon tho 
American Continent. 


Ii, the Connecticut river yalley reptiles 
left their tracks on the mnd flats—sinco 
turned to sandstone—and a few skeletons 
also haye been found. Tho bodies of a race 
of great reptiles that were the lords of 
creation of their day haye been dissipated 
to their elements, whilo the chance inden- 
tations of their fect as they raced along tho 
shores, mere footprints on the sands, haye 
been preseryed among the most imperish- 
able of the memory tablets of the world. 

Of tho other yertebrate fossils that have 
been found in the eastern portions of 
America, among the most abundant and 
interesting are the skoletons of mastodons. 
Of these one of the largest and most com- 
plete is that which was unearthed in the 
bed of a drained Iake near Newburg, N. 
Y.;,in 1845. This specimen was larger 
than the existing olephants, and had tusks 
11 fect in length. It was mounted and do- 
scribed by Dr, John C. Warren of Boston, 
and has been famous for half a century 
as the ‘Warren mastodon.”’ 

But to the student of racial development 
as recorded by the fossils all these sporad- 
ic finds have but incidental interest as 
compared with the rich western fossil beds 
to which we haye already referred. © From 
records here unearthed the racial evolution 
of wany mammals has in the past few 
years been made out in greater or less de- 
tail. Professor Cope has traced tho an- 
cestry of the camels (which, like the rhi- 
noceroses, hippopotyiuses and sundry 
other forms now spoken of as ‘‘old world,"’ 
secm to have bad their origin here) with 
much completeness. 

A lemuroid form of mammal, believed 
to be of the type from which man has do- 
scended, has also been found in these beds. 
It is thought that the descendants of this 
creature and of tho other ‘told world’’ 
forms aboyo referred to found their way 
to Asia probably, as suggested by Profess- 
or Marsh, across a bridge ut Bering strait, 
to continue their cyolution on the other 
hemisphere, becoming extinct in tho land 
of their nativity. Thoape man found fossil 
in the tertiary strata of the island of Java 
two years ago by the Dutclt surgeon, Dr. 
Hugeno Dubois, and named Pithecanthro- 
pus erectus, may have been a direct de- 
scendant of the American tribe of primi- 
tive lemurs, though this is only a conjec- 
turo.—Henry Smith Williams, M. D., in 
Harper's Magazine,

TO “ENTRAP A PERFUME,’ 


A Game, Played at Cannes, Which Ought 
to Interest Lovers of Flowers. 


Lenrna lesson from the south of France. 
In tho flower season at Cannes plates of 
glass aro thinly covered with olarified, in- 
odorous fat. Upon or under this fat the 
flowers are placed, and the power this sub- 
stance has to absorb and retain perfumes 
is astonishing. On these sheets of glass 
the most delicate odors are thus fixed al- 
most as sccurely ag on the collodion pre- 
pared plates the most delicate pictures are 
totained. 

In this way tho jessamino, the yiolet, 


across France, and arriye here us pure as 
the day they were given forth from the 
flowers themselyes. Tho emancipation of 
tho odor from its imprisonment is very 
simple. ‘The fat, cut into small cubes, is 
placed in spirits of wine, and the delicate 
essenco immediately deserts tho coarse fat 
for the more spiritual solyent, 

SG ted ©, in his interesting work on 
perfumery, says that ‘' while oultiyators of 
gardens spend thousands for the gratiflen- 
tion of the eye, they altogeer neglect the 
noso, Why should we not grow flowers 
for thelrodors as well as for their colors?'’ 
And we may add, the ladies may utilize 
some of our own waste garden perfumes 
very easily and with pecuniary udyantage 
to themselves. Hellotrope, the lily of the 
valley, honeysuckle, 1 le, cloye pink 
and wallflower perfumes, such as we get in 
the shops, are made up odors, cunningly 
contriyed from other flowers. 

Yot they may be mado pure with a libtle 
trouble, ‘‘I want hellotrope pomade,”’ says 
M. Piesse, in despair, ‘'T would buy any 
amount that I could get."’ And tho way 
to get itis very simple, If there is o glue 
pot in the house and it happens to be clean, 
fill it with clarified fat, set it near the hot- 
house fire, or any other fire, just to make 
tho fat liquid, and throw in as many heli- 
otrope flowers as possible; let thom remain 
for 24 hours, strain off the fat and add 
fresh ones; repeat this process for a week 
and tho fat will havo become a pomade a 
la heliotrope. ‘Lhe same process may be 
gone through with with all the other flow- 
ers mentioned, A lady may in this manner 
muke her own perfume, and wo may add, 
in the words of M. Piesse, ‘‘one that sho 
cannot obtain for loye or money at the per- 
fumer's,’’—Now York Herald. 


THE FIRST BALLOON. 


Lafcadio Hearn's Description of » Ban- 
quet at Izumo. 

By invitation I went in tho evening to a 
charming little banguet, at Which I met 
some dear old friends, ‘hero were recita- 
tions of poems by guests and there were 
dances by dancing girls. One of tho lat- 
ter, whom I remembered having seen 
when a yery small child maiko, during an 
official dinner given at tho governor's 
house in the twenty-third year of Meiji, 
had grown upinto a tall apd graceful 
woman. Sho attired horself Rie a young 
warrior of old tine—a two sworded bushi, 
with white cloth tlod round her head, 
sleeves bound back and skirts tucked up— 
to sing a national song of the war now 
all tho rage, This was for me one of the 
most interesting incidents of the entertain- 
ment, ho songis not one'of loud tri- 
umph, but the melody expresses a pecul- 
far something in Japanese national char- 
acter that tho occident knows yet very lit- 
tlo abont, he air is excessively simple 
and must bo sung in a low, slow way. 
But evory tone in it is a tono of penetrat- 
ing irony, tho tone of one expressing 
amusod contempt for an enemy, yet cure. 
ful not to secom bonstful. Now it is just 
this yocal irony which takes a Japanese 
audience by storm, proyoking wild shouts 
and old samurai battloories, as it did on this 
occasion even before the girl had finished 
the first four lines.

Education In Russia, 


A few figures, taken from official sources, 
and referring to the first years of the pres- 
ent decade, will throw considerable ‘light 
on the matter of popular education in Rus- 
fia. About 200,000 recruits are yearly en- 
listed in the army, and of these only about 
50,000 can ad. Among tho peasants 
proper the percentage of illiterates rises to 
95 per cont. In some parts there is only 
one school to cach 200 villages. If Russia 
had the samo proportion us her neighbor, 
Sweden, for example, she would haye about 
250,000 schools, while sho actually has only 
18,000, Again, take Russia’s enormous 
budget of 1,000,000,000 rubles. Of this 
only 500,000 is deyoted to popular educa- 
tion—that is, onc-eleventh part of Wwhat is 
deyoted to the maintenance of the lmperial 
court, one six-hundredth part of the cost 
of the army, and ono two-thousandth part 
of the whole. At about the samo time 
Great Britain was spending about £9,000,- 
000 for clomentary education, cto , with a 
population little more than a third of that 
of Kussin. Moreover, about two-thirds of 
this paltry sum of 600,000 rubles goes in 
sularles of inspectors.—''In the Land of 
‘Polstol.’’

How tho Wonderful Airship Camo to Be 
Invented. 

The word balloon means ‘‘a large ball.”’ 
To Montgolfler of Annonay, France, the 
invention of the balloon is credited. It is 
said that ho was led to turn his attention 
to balloon making from* the following in- 
cident: 

A French Jaundress, wishing to dry a 
petticoat quickly, placed it on o basket 
work frame oyer a stoye. To prevent the 
heat from escaping by tho opening at the 
top of the petticoat she drew the belt strings 
closely together and tied them. Gradually 
the garment dried and became lighter, and 
as the stove continued to give out heat and 
rarefy the air concentrated under tho bas- 
kot work frame, the petticoat began to 
moye, and finally rose in the air. 

‘This so astonished the Jaundress that 
she ran t¢ her neighbors and asked them 
to come and witness the strange sight. 
Montgolfler was among those that came in. 
The petticont suspended in midair sug- 
gested greater things to him, and he re- 
turned home with ‘something to think 
about.’” 

He at once began studying works on 
different kinds of atmosphere, and the in- 
yention of the balloon was the result. 

The first public ascent by the Mont- 

golflor balloon was made June 5, 1788. It 
Was u spherical bag, consisting of pieces 
of linen buttoned together, suspended from 
cross poles. A fire was kindled under it, 
and tho flames were fed with bundles of 
chopped straw. The loose bag filled out, 
assumed a graceful form, and in a short 
time was complotely distended. Ata giy- 
en signal the stays were slipped and the 
balloon instantly ascended. Its yelocity 
accelerated until it reached somo height, 
then became uniform and carried it to an 
elovation of more thana mile. For ten 
minutos it remained suspended, then fell 
gently in a yineyard nearly two miles dis- 
tant froin the place of its ascension. 
The first adyenturers to mako an ascent 
in a balloon wero M, Pilatre de Rozier 
and the Marquis L’Arlandes. In the bas- 
ket of a balloon thoy, on Noy. 21, 1788, 
rose to a height of about 8,000 feot.—Phil- 
adelphia Times. : 


Workmen as Contractors, 


A system of public work that has much 
to commend it is that of ‘co-operative 
contract,’’ in yogue in New Zealand. Un- 
der that system o public work is divided 
into small sections by the engineer in 
charge, and an estimate is made of its cost. 
Kuch section is then let out toa group of 
workmen, who do the work under a fore- 
manof their own choosing, but who re- 
celves no more than his fellows. They ob- 
tain the full profit which would otherwise 
go to professional contractogs, and they 
sharo the payment equally, 

Each worker is interested in seeing that 
his companions do their full amount of 
work, and the soonor tho job is performed 
the greater tho return for a day’s work. If 
any tools are needed which the men do not 
own, the government supplics them ata 
moderate rental, ‘he adoption of this 
system should provide a mothod whoreby 
direct employment by the government 
would be consistent with a full return for 
the monvy expended, giving to the com- 
munity an udyantage in the economical 
execution of public enterprisos equal to 
that enjoyed by private omployers 
viow of Reviews.

An Annoying Blemish, Wh 
Only In Very Rare 
One of the

nature or in the appearance of tho thing in 
question. 
Spider onncer is in reality a very simple 
thing. It is not dangerous except in very 
rare cascs, and Js caused by the dilation of

the skin. : 

At any time after birth a small reddish 
point may be noticed upon the surface of 
the skin. Radiating from this center may 
be seen little hairlike lines, also red, The 
spot may remain stationary, or may in- 
crease in sizo astime woos on, Itis usually 
not much elevated above thé surrounding 
surface, though itis possible that a veri- 
table tumor may form. ‘The swelling and 
rednoss disappear under pressure, but im- 
modintely reappear when the pressure is 
remover, 

Spider cancer may occur on any part of 
tho body, but shows a predilection for the 
face, scalp and extremities. It is because 
of the involvement of the exposed regions 
that attention is attracted to the affection 
and anxiety about it increased. 

As bas been said, the course of spider 
sancer js shrouded in uncertainty. Though 
present at birth, it may disappear soon aft- 
erward. Sometimes it appoars and disap- 
pears spontancously; in other cases it rap- 
ldly increases In size. In raro cases it may 
be accompanied by yarlous complications, 
such as ulceration and hemorrhage. 

As 4 rulo, spider cancer is unattended by 
any feeling of pain or uneasiness, though 
if the blood vessels are yery much dilated, 
the continual hum from the murmur of the 
blood as it flows along may prove annoy- 
ing. Ifit swells to largo proportions, it 
may cause neuralgic pains from the pres- 
sure upon the nerves, 

The treatment of spider cancer depends 
entirely upon tho nature of éhecasc. As 
there is danger of aggravating the trouble, 
it is advisable, unless the blemish js really 
unsightly, or there is some good reason for 
interference, to abstain from all treatment. 

Tn case somo treatment seems desirable, 
remoyal by electricity has come to bo con- 
sidered the only safe method.

OPIUM SMOKING. 


The Paraphernalia Necessary to Enjoy the 
Noxious Drug.

Chinceo 
laundries he doeg not suspoct that it comes 
from the opium pipe smoked probably in 
tho next room. There are plenty of people 
who think that the long stemmed pipes 
smoked by the Iaundrymen in front of 
their shops are filled with opiuin, and that 
it is the sum and substance of tho process. 
They know nothing of laps, yen hoks, 
and Jike paraphernalia necessary to cujoy 
thenoxiousdrug. The sjnu)l pipes smoked 
by the Chinamen contain Chinese tobacco, 
stronger thin the American product, but 
substantially the same. Ba 

Tho “Jayout’’ for the smoking of oplum 
consists first of a large stem, imude of 
bamboo, ‘his stem is between 244 and 8 
inches in circumference. Almost midway 
of the stom sets a large clay bow] with only 
a small hole, such as would be made by a 
largo darning needle, upon the top. Then 
there is u small lamp, which burns peanut 
or olive ofl; then the yen hok, about the 

shapo of a darning needle, to cook the 


needle is used to destroy the substance of 
the mark. Tho process is tedious And re- 
quires the care of an expert in the uso of 
the instrument. 

The resulting scar will bo more or less 
conspicuous, according to tho sizeof tho 
blemish and the skill of the operalor.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


Chicago Policemen as Bankers. 

The Harrison street police station doesa 
banking business. It does not loan moncy 
or discount commercial paper, but it acts 
asa safo deposit company, The officers 
there receive deposits of money which they 
putin the safe. But they do not pay in- 
terest. Most of the customers, however, 
arc well content to allow their money to 
remain on that condition. 

The business is rapidly increasing, and 
it is seldom that there are not a few hun- 
dred dollars in tho big safe. 

The Harrison street polico station is in 
the heart of the levee and the tenderloin 
district of Chicago. Very often men in 
search of a ‘‘good time’’ find themselves in 
that section. After haying taken a few 
drinks they realize that it is risky to carry 
a big roll of inoney with them. So for se- 
cure keeping they will call at the police 
station and ask the sergeant in charge to 
tako care of the monoy until they want it. 
Tho sergeant is obliging, and the money. 
is Yocked up in the safe, and tho next day 
the ownor is richer by that much money. 

No ono has lost any money by leaving it 
with the police, Aside from the fact that 
the policemen aro hong, such a thing as 
robbing a polico station is unknown. The 
most daring burglar would hesitate before 
he would attempt it. Tho safe is good and 
strong and the police station has telephonic 
and telegraphic communication with all of 
the other stations, and should there be ao 
hold up there the description of the robber 
would be known to every policeman in the 
city within a few hours. 

The police good naturedly accept the re- 
sponsibility imposed upon them, for which 
they receivo no remuneration, although 
occasionally some one whose money they 
haye sayed will offer them cigars.—Chica- 
go Times-Herald.

itself in a small jar or tol. 

All these articles may be found on sale 
in at least one Chinese store in this city. 
They are received from a large iinporting 
house in Philadelphia, which supplies the 
whole south with these articles. 

The opium Jooks very inuch ike the 
crude licorice which is used for sweetening 
chewing tohucco. It comes to the mer- 
chants in large cans, weighing from one to 
ten pounds, and in the different qualities 
costs from §10 to $80 a pound, It is re- 
tailed over the counters ont of a shaving 
mug, covered with paper, to keep it clean, 
and ladied out with a miniature butter 
paddle. When a Chinaman desires to pur- 
chase opium, he brings in a toi and desig- 
nates in weight or money the amount ho 
desires. The merchant then carefully 
weighs tho tol inapair of scales made 
from asmall bamboo rod, balanced by a 
string tied in the middle. he toi is held 
upon a small piece of copper, tied upon one 
end. The cxact weight of this is aecertained 
by moyinga small copper weight along the 
beam. ‘Then itis placed so much farther 
down, according to marks cuf upon the 
bamboo, and the opium is gathered wp in 
alump upon the paddle and skillfully 
dropped into the toi. It 1s balanced to the 
fraction of a grain, and an experé in this 
line of business enn judge almost exactly 
the weight desired each time.— Washington 
Post.

GERMANY’S EMPEROR, 


What le Suld on Seeing Some Famous War 
Pictares, 
. 

The great Russian artist, Vasili Ver- 
estchagin, has painted many pictures 
which depict with terrible fidelity the 
grimness and horror of war. None of 
them represent its splendor and rom- 
ance. Some of them are startling por- 
trayals of war's most terrible aspects, 
wrought from the personal knowledge 
of the artist. 

Recently paintings of Verestchagin’'s 
including representations of scenes in 
the life of the great Napoleon, have 
been exhibited at Berlin, the capital 
of the great empire where the miti- 
tary art has in this generation reach- 
ed its highest exemplification, and 
where the warlike parsion appears to 
dominate the life of the people. 

‘The young Emperor of Germany — 
himself the vaunted “war-lord” of the 
nation, and a man of so strong 2 lean- 
ing toward militarism that it was fear- 
ed that when he came to the throne he 
would plunge the country into a foreign 
war from eagerness for fighting—late- 
ly went to see these picture 

He stood pondering thoughtfully over 
them for a long time. Verestchagin 
was present, and to him the emperor 
said, referring to one of tho pictures, 
“Neyer did the judgment of God 50 
plainly strike man as it struck Nap- 
poleon at Moscow.” (Again, he said, 
and very significantly, “Your pictures 
are an excellent corrective of warlike 
appetites.” 

The Geyman emperor's remark is a 
new proof that it is eminently a sober- 
ing thing to be the head of a nation. No 
good man in such a place could incite 
war for the love of it; for the sake of 
glory or conquest, or indeed from an;

FEAR OF LIGHTNING. 


Statistics Show Bower Fatalities From t¢ 
Than From Other Chuses of Accidental 


Deaths, 

A current news item gives the re- 
sults of an investigation carried out by 
Dr. G, Stanley Hall, President of Clark 


University, on the things that most ex- 
cites fear in people, says the New ¥ ork 


Times. Of the 298 classes of objects of | 


fear to which 1,707 persons confessed, 
thunder and lightning lead all the rest. 
although in certain localities, as, for 
instance, those subject to cyclones, etc., 
the fear of the latter predominates, It 


thunderstorms constitute the most pro- 
nounced source of fear, with the ma- 
jority of people due, no doubt, to the 
always impressive, and not infrequently 
overpowering nature of the phenomen- 
on. But is there any justification in 
fact for this fear, so far as fatal results 
are concerned? We believe there is 
not, but, on the contrary, that many 
other causes which barely have a place 
in Dr. Hall’s list are infinitely more en-

than is lightning. As proof of this we 
may cite statistics of the United States 
Weather Bureau. These show that for 
the four years 1890-93 the deaths from | 
lightning numbered 784, or an average 
of 196 a year. Again, Mr. H. I. Kret- 
zer of St. Louis, from the record of 
nearly two hundred newspapers that 
for the five years 1883-8 there were 1,- 
030 deaths caused by lightning, or an 
average of 205 a year. We doubt wheth- 
er, of the number of deaths classed as 
“accidental” in the whole United 
States, any one group can show so small 
a number. In New York city alone 
over 200 people are drowned every year, | 
while nearly 150 are burned or scalded 
to death, and close to 500 persons meet 
their and by falls of one kind or an- 
other, Comparing the record of 200 
lightning fatalities for the whole coun- 
try with the above records for New 
York city, with its total of nearly 1,500 
accidental deaths every year, it will 
be seen how groundless is the popular 
fear of lightning. It isa survival, an 
inherited superstition, —— | 
But there is another point in connec- | 
tion with this matter which ought to be 
particularly comforting to cily dwellers, 
albeit country dwellers may not be af- 
fected in a like manner, and that is that 
statistics show that the risk of light- 
ning is five times greater in the coun- 
try than in the city. The cause of this | 
immunity for city dwellers is not far | 
to seek. It is doubtless due to the 
predominance of metal roofs, the well- 
grounded water pipes in houses, and | 
probably as much as anything to the | 
protective metwork of overhead | 
ELECTRIC WIRES OF ALL KINDS. 


The popular belief that a stroke of 
lightning is invariably fatal is also not 
borne out by facts. Indeed, one record 
specially devoted to this feature shows | 
that of 212 persons struck only seventy- | 
four were killed. Taking it all in all, | 
there Seems to be no more groundless 
popular fear than that of lightning. In- 
deed, if one can go by statistics, the ’ 
risk of meeting death by a horse kick | 
in New York is over fifty per cent. 
greater than that of death by light- 
ning. Yet with all the weight of sta- | 
tistics against its deadliness, lightning | 
will probably continue to scare peo- | 
ple as heretofore. Perhaps, after all, | 
there may be a more direct cause than 
the mere psychological one usually as- 
cribed to it, and that is the fact that 
many people of nervous temperment are 
affected hours before the approach of 
a thunderstorm and thus rendered par- 
ticularly powerless to stand the strain 
which more or less affects even the 
most phlegmatic natures dtring a dis- 
turbance in the heavens. 


CLUB WOMEN CANNOT SMOKE. 


Two of the women’s clubs in London, 
the Writers’ and the Pioneers’ have pro- 
nounced against their members smok- 
ing. The Writers’ Club, the member- 
ship of which is exclusively composed 
of womeo journalists or authors, ta- 
boos tobacco altogether. Some of the 
members accustomed to cigarettes or 
cigars openly indulged therein, after 
remonstrance. A meeting was recent- 
ly held and a great majority decreed 
that ‘‘any lady found smoking must 
mes ier membership.” 

At the Pioneer members may smoke 
upon retirement to a sort of crib, into 
which non-members are not allowed to 
penetrate, and would soon quit if they 
got there. There are other ladies’ clubs 
where the cigarette is under the ban, 
In the most select private circles in 
London cigarettes for ladies appear 
simultaneously with cigars for men.

GENERAL SIGLIN 


which left San Francisco for Wood Is- 
land, Alaska, on March 13 with a crew 
of six men and five passengers, William 
C. Greenfield, genera! manager of the 
North American Commercial Company, 
and his wife and family. 

As the Arietis’s men boarded the 
schooner she was lying so low in the 
water that they stepped from the boats 
to the roof of the cabin. They could not 
even explore the maim deck, for the 
water flooded it. Only the taffrail was 
dry, while the foremast lay over the 
bow, lifting but a few feet of the waves. 
The picture was one of utter desolation 
and with a shudder Capt. Martin and 
his men, saw that death’s ship was not 
without its skipper. 

The dark mass huddled at the stern 
Was a man, but death had long before 
released him from his sufferings. That 
he had made a gallant fight was ap- 
parent, and, as sailors from the Bri- 
tish schooner approached the rigid 
body they found that it was firmly 
lashed to the starboard stern davit, the 
poor fellow haying plainly realized that 
wheao his strength deserted him he 
would be washed from the filling wreck. 
His one hope had been that some craft 
would find and rescue him, but the re- 
cuers came too late. 

By the side of the body were found 
a box of lunch tongue, a box of dried 
apples, a bottle of curry, and two small- 
er bottles of medicine indicating that 
illness as well as the elements had 
fought against the poor sailor. The ar- 
rangement of the several articles show- 
ed that the dead man had not taken his

im haste upon the storm’s attack, It 
seemed more probable that he had been 
left on board, and had perished of ex- 
posure after making a gallant defence. 
The papers on the body showed that 
the man. was the mate of the Siglin, 


| Henry Saunders, 40 years of age, a mas- 


ter mariner of St. John, N.B., and a 
member of the Masonic order, attached 
to one of the Edinburgh lodges. They 
also indicated that he had a wife and 
children somewhere in the East. 

The body was remoyed to the Arietis, 
swathed in canyas, and then consigned 
to the deep with the simple but im- 
pressive ceremonies of burial at sea. 

From the limited opportunity afford- 
ed him of inspecting thé abandoned 
craft, Capt. Martin came to the con- 
clusion that she must have met her fate 
fully a month before he fell in with 
her, probably in the memorable gale 
of March, the shallow built vessel heel- 
ing over under pressure of the temp- 
est, and only righting herself as she 
filled by the hatches, The crew must 
either have been washed overboard or 
have taken to the boats, and with them 
engulfed; or else their bodies may be 
yeu tine confined in the abandoned

A number of communications were 
read, among others one from the Clerk 
of Peterborough County in reference to 
road between Marmora and Belmont 
townships; from town of Peterborough 
re sending a deputation to Ottawa to 
urge upon Government completion of 
Trent Valley Canal; from the Board of 
Education, Stirling, asking for $800 for 
maintenance of county pupils in their 
High School; from Wa. Mackintosh, 
I.P.S., North Hastings, asking for leave 
of absence during September and Octo- 
ber next, owing to ill health ; and a pet- 
ition from a number of ratepayers of 
Rawdon, calling attention to the dan- 
gerous condition of Vandervoort’s hill, 
in the 6th Con. and asking that it be 
improved. 

The warden reported that the special 
committee appointed to inquire into 
heating of gaol decided that the new 
gaol only be heated by steam this year.

CARE OF BRASS BEDS. 

In the care of brass bedsteads no pol- 
ishing powders nor liquids should be 
employed, the brass requiring nothing | 
more than « rubbing with a soft rag to 
keep it looking bright, After the lac- 
quer is broken by the use of powder it 
will be a task to keep the brass in 
anything like good condition.

Sealed in the envelope 
thus made, the juices cook, the fibres 
are softened, and the result is asteak 
or chop that is well done on the out- 
side underdone in the middleand tender 
and juicy throughout. 

The length of time a piece of meat 
should be cooked is not a matter that 
can be settled by rule, although there 
are a few gocd precepts upon the sub- 
ject, which make an allowance of 50 
many minutes to the pound. Exper- 
fence with an even and individual taste 
are generally the best guides. 

Panned Beefsteak.—Heat a frying 
pan very hot and lay in it a steak. 
The pan should be hot enough to sear 
the surface of the meat immediately. 
Turn it and sear the other side. Move 
the pan then a little from the fiercest 
heat, cover and cook the steak from 
eight to twelve minutes. The length 
of time must depend upon whether you 
wish the meat well done or rare, and 
also upon the thickness of the steak, 
When done transfer it to a hot plate, 
put on it a tablespoonful of butter, 
salt and pepper and let it stand in the 
oven a few minutes before serving.

“Master Skylark,’’ the story of Shakes: 
peare's time in St. Nicholas, gives many 
interesting glimpses of old London, among 
them the following:

Photographic Caricatures. 


To make o picture of a person apparent- 
ly standing inside a bottlo, with only tho 
hel showing, requires two negatives. 
Nuke a bottle of durk glass and photo- 
graph it, placing it noar enough to tho 
camera to obtain o large picture of the 
bottle. Next makoao photograph of the 
person, this time placing the subjeot at 
such a distance from the camera that his 
body, as shown on the foousing glass, ap- 
pears about the size of the picture of tho 
bottle. A whito background, or ono of a 
uniform tint, should be used for both pic- 
tures. The picture of the bottle is first 
printed on a sheet of sensitive paper, then 
tako the negative of the person photo- 
graphed, block out all the body, leaying 
only tho head. For this use Gihon’s 
opaque, Strauss’ marl, or any nonactinic 
paint, and apply it to tho glass side of the 
negative. Wake the paper on which the 
picture of the bottle has been printed, 
place it on the blocked negative in such a 
way that tho head appears to be coming 
out of the neck of the bottle. The result 
will bea picture of o person apparently 
standing inside a bottle with his head 
above the neck of the bottle. A hat, a box, 
a tin can, a half open book, a scrap basket 
and similar objects may be photographed, 
and for a Fourth of July party one could 
use m cannon cracker, rocket, ete., in place 
of the bottle. —Harper’s Round Table.

THE TURTLE KATERS. 


MOST OF THEM ARE DWELLERS IN 
NEW YORK AND LONDON. 


How the “Big Fish" Are Captured and 
Transported to Market—Turtlesa Live Por 
® Month In Captivity Without Food—Vi- 
tality In » Soapper's Hond, 


It takes nbout 5,000 turtles o yoar to 
keep Now York in turtlo soup. This olty 
and London are tho great turtlo caters, 
All the rest of the world together would 
not equal elther one of those citles in the 
nmount of turtle meat consumed, and New 
York consumes &,000 moro of the “big 
fish’! than London does. Noarly oll tho 
turtles received in this city come from Key 
West, 

‘They are caught on the coral reefs sur- 
rounding tho Florida keys, and, after he- 
ing takon Into Koy West, are brought to 
this port by a Mallory line steamer, ‘Phe 
turtles aro laid on their backs in a com- 
partment below decks. ‘ho compartment 
is kopt warm, and that is all the caro the 
orentures recelyo, They are not fed at at. 

Strango to soy, in a large shipment it is 
rare that more than one turtle dies in the 
four days’ trip up the coast. 

A few turtles arrive here at odd interyala 
from Jamaica, but they do not arrive in as 
good conditionas tho Key West turtles and 
are not considered such good eating. 

Londonors, in spite of all that has been 
said about aldermario turtle soup, do not 
really know what good turtle soup is. 
Thoir turtles como from Jamaica, 

The turtle trade, both in London and 
New York, is in the hands of afew men. 
T. K. Bellis controls nine-tenths of the 
London trade and Eugene Blackford at 
least two-thirds of the New York trado, 

Up above Mr, Blackford’s place in Ful- 
ton market he has a room to which the 
turtles aro hoisted and laid on their backs 
in a yild temperaturo as soon as they are 
recelyed from the steamer. In summer, 
when tho market is full of turtles, they are 
placed in pens in tho Hast river, back of 
the fish markot, and fed on chopped cab- 
bage. In winter, however, they got only 
a warm room. 

Turtles haye been known to live fora 
month after thelr arrival without food, 
just by being kept warm. In winter the 
dealors are cureful, as a rule, not to order 
too many turtles. They order just about 
the number for which they haye a de- 
mand, 

Sometimes, when there came a sudden 
and unexpocted demand, turtles haye been 
sent up from Florida by express, but that 
makes a turtle cost so much thatit is only 
in emergencies that he travels that way. 

For the New York market tho turtles 
required aro from 16 to 825 pounds for 
Florida turtles. Jamaica turtles are not 
good when they weigh more than 180 
pounds, Kingston is the placo where most 
of the turtle fishing for the London mar-

LANTERN SLIDES, 


Tho Simplest Way to Make Thom Is by 
Contact Printing. 

Most young amateurs huve an iden that 
it requires a great deal of skill to make 
lantern slides, but any one who can muke 
& good negative can soon learn how to 
make o good lantern slide, Tho slinplest 
way is by contact printing. Select a nega- 
tivo free from spots, scratclics or pinholes. 
It must havo finc detail in tho shadows 
ond no harsh contrasts of Nght and shade. 
Thoregulation sizo*of a lantern slido is 314 
by 4; so chooso a nogative which will still 
make a good picture if all but the portion 
included in these dimensions is blocked 
out. Cover the part of the negativo which 
is to be blocked out with necdlo paper, or 
paint it with nonactinic paint, applying it 
to tho glass side of the nogative. Vhe nega- 
tivo is placed in o printing frame, and 
then by a red Nght the slide is placed over 
the part to be printed from, tho {film side 
toward the negative. 

If one has a lantern the light of which fs 
suitable for printing lantern slides, cover 
the negative, open tho door of tho lantern, 
and then, holding the printing frame about 
15 inches from the light, expose from 5 to 
20 seconds, according to the density of the 
plate. A plate that prints quickly will 
need but 6 or 8 seconds, but a denser plate 
will require a much longer exposure, often 
as long us 80 seconds. Cover the plate as 
soon as it is printed, close the lantern, re- 
movyo the slide from the frame, and plice 
it face up in the developing tray, ‘Lurn 
the developer over it quickly, taking care 
that the wholo surface of the plate 1s cover- 
edimmiediately. Any developer that makes 
good negatives will make good lantern 
slides. A weak doyeloper is to be prefer- 
red to one which brings out the himage 
quickly. Develop till the detail is well 
out and wash and fix the same as a nega- 
tive. 

As every imperfection in a plate is mag- 
nified many times when thrown on the 
sereen, great care must be taken in the de- 
veloping, fixing, washing und crying.

ketis done. The great sea turtles, with all 
their possibilities of steak and soup, swarm 
over the coral reefs north of Jamaica, and 
over 100 men work on from 8 to 15 small 
schooners catching them. 

Strong nets are stretched from rock to 
rock of coral, and against these nets the 
‘‘fish,’? as tho turtles are called by their 
hunters, swihn and cling with their flip- 
prs. Thon the fishermen gather them in, 
euch schooner carrying back to Kingston 
from tho reef as its catch from 80 to 
150 turtles. hey are put into inclosures 
filled with sea water, fed on turtle grass 
and taken out as required, either for ex- 
port or home consumption, 

Nearly 8,000 turtles a year are sent to 
London, and, in spite of rumors to the con- 
trary, they are not all consumed by the 
lord mayor and the aldermen. ‘Turtles 
bound for England get a liberal supply of 
sea water, are fed on a dict of oatmeal and 
lettuce, and aro comforted with beds of 
warm straw. 

Nevertheless tho death rate among thent 
while on the yoyage is large. hose which 
suryive tho yoyage sometimes die in tho 
train from Southampton to London. Out 
of one lot of 120 shipped to the principal 
London dealer some time ago, only 7b 
were allyec when the steamor arrived at 
Southampton, and of those 80 died before 
thoy reached London. 

A turtle will stand decapitation better 
than cold. <A turtle whose head had been 
cut off 24 hours previously knocked down 
a man cook in a Newcastle hotel, and it is 
not infrequently that theso ‘‘big fish’’ are 
nailed to the decks of a ship to prevent 
their swarming all oyer it. Whey don’t 
scom to mind it at all. 

Yet any temperature below 40 degrees 
kills a turtle out of hand. 

A turtle’s head will retain its vitality 
for a long time after being severed from 
tho body. It is o well attested fact that 
sometimes a turtlo’s head which has been 
off for hours will bito at a piece of wood. 
A turtle’s heart cut out and laidon a mar 
ble slab will sometimes go on beating for 
two hours after it has parted company 
with tho body. 

The green turtle, which is the kind the 
Now York market requires almost exclu- 
sively, isa patient and peaceful creature, 
and there is no danger in handling him, 
But his cousin, tho ‘snapping turtle,” » 
creature which largely affects the land, is 
of a different temper. In tho handling of 
snapping turtles considerable care has to 
bo exercised, for they cannot only hit stun- 
ning blows with their flippers, buf their 
powerful beaks are capable of doing seri- 
ous injury. 

A man was once carrying a largo turtle 
into a famous restaurant, when, as he 
went ta place it on the floor, the creature 
snapped his nose clean off. Whon a snap- 
ping turtle is sold, a pieco of wood is 
placed in his beak and tied there with 
strong cords running around his head. 
Otherwise he could not be handled with 
any sort of safety. Only about 2560 pounds 
a qonth of snapping turtle are sold in 
Now York.—New York Pross.

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SAILOR AMONG SAVAGES 


FIVE BARS OF EXILE ON THE SOLO 
MON ISLANDS. 


A Story Like that of Roblason Crusoe 
by His Mates — An American ts Ma 
raoned, 


James C. Brown, who ws 4 sailor just 
returnet to his family at Lynn, Mass. 
after having long beon given up for 

_ doad, tells «strange story of ship- 
wreck and life among savages. Mr. 
Brown is English by birth, 60 years 
old, and vigourous in appearance. He 
bas followed the sea for 45 years. His 
father was for fifteon years master of 
a vessel, which was finally lost, and he 
and all on board met the fate which the 
gon has twice narrowly escaped, ‘The 
boy was born in London, but early camo 
to this country and served his appren- 
ticeship as ship's carpenter. = 

After several trips abroad he arrived, 
for the second time, at Melbourne, 
where he took advantage of his first 
chance for work that came to him, and 
shipped as steward on the Florence El- 
liott, a fore-and-aft schooner bound to 
the Solomon Islands. He knew it was 

for the cap- 

tain had a bad reputation. More than 
that, the schooner was not always in 
legitimate trade, and was even then 
going “to pick up labor,” as it was 
called. 


‘A DRUNKEN CAPTAIN. 

The captain's intentions was to put in 
At one of the small islands of the Solo- 
mon group, induce natives to ship with 
him, and, after transporting them to 
the Philippine Islands, turn them over 
to contractors. All of which, to quote 
Brown, “was a polite form of the slave 
trade.” On the outward voyage the 
steward learned that it was not the 
first time the schooner had been put 
to such a use, for the captain told him 
that he had foumd by experience that 
the natives wereapt to be refractory, 

_ and showed a brace of ugly-looking re- 
volvers which he said he had found 
very useful in persuading them to sail 

_ with him. 

Brown soon discovered that he hada 
bad master, a man of violent temper | 
and a hard drinker. The schooner had 
been fitted out at Melbourne, and had 

: in the lockers a quantity of liquors. In 
spite of the fact that his wife was} 
aboard, the captaim indulged in drink 
to excess from the time the schooner 
started on her voyage, and when afew 
days out had drunk himself to astate | 
of madness. His wife remonstrated | 
with him, amd one day she and the cap- 
tain had some harsh words. Suddenly 
the captain snatched a knife from the 
galley and raised it to strike her. 
Brown sprang in, and with the assist- 

ance of other members of the crew 
wrenched the knife away and over- 
powered the rum-crazed man. This oc- 
currence turned the captain into an 
enemy for the steward. The latter had 
from that time umtil the end of the 
voyage to be constantly on guard. 
_ When the Solomon group was sighted 
the captain, then partly sobered, steer- 

_ ed for one of the interior islands, out 
of the usual course of vessels. When 
they dropped anchor and the steward 
looked shoreward he saw a small, un- 
civilized looking settlement near the 
water's edge and the natives running 
about naked. ‘the next day the captain 
and some of the crew, Brown among 
the number, landed. The captain was 
an unwelcome yisitor. Brown learned | 
afterward that the islanders remem- 
bered an earlier visit, and in revenge 
for murder tne cuptain had then com- 
mitted. they would have killed him. 

' Brown was not so fearful of the | 


natives as he was of his captain, so he 
ventured into the settlement, and with 
he few trinkets from his kit, began 
4 rading for fresh fruit. Hearing loud 
voices and pistol shots, he hastened to- 
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hostile They made the sailor under 
stand that on aprevious visit the cap- 
tain had killed two of their number. 
Brown endeavoured to make them 
understand that he was afriend, and 
succeeded somewhat in this, for, after 
the first few days, he was left to do 
ay he pleased. He knew that he was 
among these people for a long stay, 
though he did not dream that it would 
be a matter of nearly five years. He 
was off the route of merchant v sis, 
but his hopes were buoyed up with 
the expectation that a missionary ves- 
sel might arrive, but no missionaries 
came. } 

HOW HE LIVED | 


There was no occupation on the 
island, not much to eat, and nothing 
to work with. (Brown passed weeks and 
months on the beach watching the 
horizon for one glimpse of sail, The 
only vessel which he saw was the one | 
that bore him back to civilization. In | 
time he built a mud hut. It was like | 
those of the natives, but somewhat | 
separated from them. He chose a little 
knoll in a palm grove.

The supply of 
fish was abundant, although the na- 
tives used it but little. They ate little 
cooked food; in fact, the sailor found 
but one common fire in the settlement. 
The native way of cooking was to im- 
pale a whole fish on a stick, and broil 
it before the coals. For want of uten- 
sils Brown was obliged to follow this; 
fashion in cooking, though his fish was 
cleaned and dressed. One of the natives

The club and breech cloth constitut- 
ed the mwarrior’s outfit. Firth were 
caught, with long wooden spears, but | 
this was done more asapastime than 
as means of livelihood. The water of) 
the little bay in front of the settle-| 
ment was shallow and clear, and the! 
fish, which swarmed it, could almost | 
be caught in the hand. The most am-| 
bitious sport was canoeing. Brown | 
has brought home one of these canoes 
as a souvenir of the dreariest years 
a mortal ever knew. It is a primitive 
looking craft, composed of amain hull) 
and an outrigger. The hull is a dug-| 
out, with upper works of some thin! 
wood, even lighter than that of the 
hull itself. The outriggers are of the 
Same white wood as the hull, and are 
lashed to the outer float with wood 
fibres. The one mast is stepped well 
forward and carries a fibre sail some- 
thing between a latteen and a lug 
sail. The craft is controlled with tack 
and sheet, and asteering oar is lashed 
to the starboard quarter. 


DIDN'T LIKE SOAP. 


Brown understooa the art of 
making, and this he tried to teach to| 
the savages. He used blubber from | 
fish and ashes and succeeded well} 
under the circumstances. It was soap, | 
Brown says, which would have turned | 
their black skins white and scented| 
them so they could have been smelled 
miles but they did not take kindly | 
to this product of civilization.

CROWNING A QUEEN 


Coronation Ceremonies of Holland's Young 
Queen, 


Elaborate preparations are being 
made already for the grand ceremony 
of the coronation of Queen Wilhel- 
mina of the Netherlands, which is to 
signalize the termination of her min- 
ority and her assumption of the reins 
of government next year. It is expect- 
ed that the function will take place at 
Amsterdam rather than at The Hague, | 
although the latter is the national cap- 
ital, the royal palace at Amsterdam, as 
well as the so-called New Church there, 
offering far better accommodation than 
do the edifices of the same kind at The 
Hague. Indeed, the royal palace at Am- 
sterdam is one of the noblest struc 
tures of the kind in Europe. It is er- 
ected on a foundation of more than 13,- 
000 piles, is 300 feet im length, 250 feet 
im depth, and 150 feet high. It was 
built nearly 300 years ago, but, cur- 
iously enough, never has been used as 
headquarters by any Dutch monarch, 
except King Louis Bonaparte. 

The ceremony will doubtless attract 
visitors to Holland from all over the 
world, for in these modern times cor- 
onations are comparatively rare, being 
considered out of keeping with the spir-

“T cannot form a very accurate idea 
of the amount of gold used in gold leaf 


and gold foil in this country,” said a 


Philadelphia manufacturer of gold leaf 


and gold foil. ‘Gold foil is used almost 
entirely by dentists in filling teeth; 
gold leaf is used in gilding, bookbind- 


ing and operations of that sort, besides 


the show that is made of acres and 
acres of gilded signs, spread before the 
public in one way ani another. 


“The quantity of gold used in gold 


leaf is at least twice as great as that 
used in foil, im soite of the fact that 
the leaf is so much thinner than the 
foil. A skilled man can hammer out 


twenty ounces cx groia foil in a day, 
while it will take him a week to make 


two ounces of gold leaf, because it is 
so much thinner. This work has always 


been done by hand, probably always will 
be. A single thickness of gold foil such 
as dentists use—to

conscience—will make an entire book 
of gold leaf,”

A MAN’S BACKBONE TIED BY A SUR- 
GEON IN ST. LOUIS. 


The X Rays Wore First Used—And 9 a the 
Operator Kuotted Silver Wire Abuut the 
Subject's Vertebrac—The Man Is Recoy- 
ering. 

‘About the fifth and sixth vertebrae 
are twisled two pieces of silver wire 
that keep the soul of O. W. Dawson 


from slipping into eternity. But the 
tiny wire is strong and despite the 
splints and bandages that hold his 


head as in a vise, Dawson's heart is 
light as he counts the days when he 
will again go forth a strong man. So 
pays the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Ly- 
ing on his est in the hospital, the con- 


valescent patient presents a striking 
illustration of progress of modern sur- 
gery and the skill of Dr. A. V. .L. Bro- 
kaw. Local medical men know of no 
parallel case. * 

Four days ago Dawson's spine was 
in two parts, and he was slowly suc- 
cumbing to the paralysis occasioned by 
the pressure of the bones upon the 
spinal cord. ‘To-day the ends that 
were sepirated are fast knitting | to- 
gether, and in three weeks the patient 
will be a well man. 

Mr. Dawson is a prosperous dealer 
in paints and oils at Whitehall, Th. 
He has a wife and five children. He 
was injured by falling from his wagon 
last; October. a 

Physicians could do nothing for him 
until Dr. Brokaw was called in early 
this month. He took an X ray photo- 
graph, which disclosed a 
DISLOCATION. OF THE VERTEBRAE. 

He was brought to the hospital on 
Thursday of last week. The X ray 
phologrephs were consulted, and thus 
directed, the surgeon's knife niarced the 
skin about four incnes below the base 
of the skull. It was pressed down into 
the flesh until the sharp point touch- 
ed the bone. nn 

As it was pulled downward six inches | 
the blood spurted from the compressad | 
arteries over the physician's hands. | 
Steel retractions were inserted andthe 
incision spread open. t 

Half an inch separated the fifth and} 
sixth cervical vertebrae. ‘To bring 
them Ltogether was the first ‘task. | 
Grasping the head firmly in one hand | 
and pressing heayily on the backbone 
between the shoulders, the surgeon, 
forced the two bones together. ' 

With an attendant holding them. in 
place, Dr. Brokaw tied them. A piece 
of pure silver wire, five inches long and 
as thick as the lead of an ordinary pen- 
cil, was selected. This was passed 
around the projecting knobs of the two 
verlebrae and securely knotted. {A sec-| 
ond shorter piece was tied about the) 
first, about midway of the space be- 
tween the knobs, to keep it. fromslip- 


he arteries connected, the muscles and 

flesh pressed to their right slations, the 
skin closed and stitched. The neck and)

Dawson was placed in bed with an 
erect head, exactly thirty-five’ minutes 
after he started in the operating- 
room.

“T feel just fine,” he said, ‘The numb- 
ness is disappearing from my arms, and, 
with the exception of tivo fingers on 
my left hand, my whole body is as sen- 
sitive as ever.” 

“He will be a well man in three or 
four weeks,” said Dr. Brokaw, ‘The 
aplints about his head will be supplant- 
ed by a ‘jack’ in a week or two. This 
will be worn under the chin to prevent 
any violent movement of the head un- 
til the vertebrae are firmly knitted. 
After that he will have a stiff neck 
for a little while, but this will disap- 
pear and he will forget anything ever 
occurred. % 

“T am highly pleased with the opera- 
tion, which is an entirely new depart- 
ure in surgery, and attests the value 
of the X rays. His is an unusual case.

The mine which materi: 3 the best at 
present is the Peeble’s actinolite mine, 
which is about five miles south of the 
village of Flinton and a mile east of the 
old Kaladar road. ‘This is not a mine 
proper, but a hill of what is known as 
Star Actinolite, because of its star shap- 
ed grain.

Scott, D. D., in the June Ladies’ Home 
Journal, claims that Wesley establish- 
ed the first Sunday School in the world 
at Savannah. In connection with his 
other labors, which were indeed prodig- 
ious, Wesley, soon after his arrival in 
Georgia, in 1786, began to provide for 
the Sunday School instruction of the 
children of the parish. His devotion to 
children at times amounted almost to 
infatuation. Children were likewise 
equally attached to him, as shown in 
their intercourse with him. Both on 
weekdays and on Sabbath he gave no 
little attentlon to educational work. As 
a preliminary labor on the Sabbath, : be- 
fore the evening service, he required 
them to convene in the church,at which 
times he catechised them thoroughly 
and furnished them with additional 
teaching from the Bible itself. 

“Tn the present Wesleyan Memorial 
Church, in Savannah, Georgia, there is 
« Sunday Sbhool room into which hun- 
dreds of children crowd for Sunday in- 
struction. ‘The original school was less 
in number, but it was unquestionably 
the first Sunday Scliool in the world. 
When taught by Wesley it numbered 
between sixty and seventy-five scholars, 
but from all accounts there were few, if 
any, Indian boys in his earlier classes. 
A very high authority,’ Sir Charles 
Reed, M.P., LL.D., of England,is clear- 
ly of the opinion that this Sunday Schoel 
was the first founded in the world, and 
that it antedates by half a century the 
secular instruction of Robert Raikes at 
Gloucester, England, as well as the first 
school in America upon Raike’s plan, 
which was established in the city of

BENEATH THE OCEAN, 
The Effect Upon Islands of Lowering tha 
Sen Level. 

In an interesting articlo in The Nino- 
teonth Contury, A. P. Crouch brings to- 
gother and discusses all the moat recent 
information concerning the aspoct of the 
world beneath tho ocean, Although the 
Oceans aro by no means of uniform depth, 
tho result of numerous surveys shows that 
tho bottom of tho sea does not present 50 
many striking irrogularitics as tho surface 
of theearth. Except for tho islands of 
yoleanio origin and some coral patches 
the bed of the Atlantic is an undulatins 
plain of nearly uniform flatnes 
be better compared to a tray with as 
ly asoonding rim than to a basin. 
slope of tho land, asa goncradg ule , in con- 
tinued out into the sea until it renohes o 
depth of nbout 100 fathoms, and then in- 
treases rapidly to 1,500 and 2,000 fathoms, 
reaching finally to the normal dopth of 
2,500 fathoms. The areca between the 100 
fathom line and the shore, usually known 
as tho continental platform, is roally sub- 
morged land, and if the sea level were 
suddenly lowered to that extent Hngland 
would be connected by land to Den 
mark, Holland, Bel 
Orkney and Shetland. 

Nearly the whole of the North sea, with 
the exception of somo of tho Norwegian 
flords, would be laid bare, while tho coast 
of Ircland would be extended 100 miles to 
the westward. On the other hand, tho 
raising of tho sea leyel to the extent of 
ten fathoms would put a largo part of 
Europe under water, as indeed has been 
several times the caso with thatcontinent. 
Not only in tho Atlantic, butin the Pa- 
cific, on the west coast of North Americ 
especially, tho continental platform 
abruptly from tho margins of the real 
oceanic depressed arens, and this phenom- 
enon is ono of the strongest arguments in 
favor of tiio theory of the permanence of 

the great ocean beds. 

Tho sea level may be taken as tho relict 
equator of the globe, almost equidistant 
from tho highest land eleyation and the 
lowest depth of the sea. But while the 
ayerage height of the land is only 1,000 
feet, the ayerago depth of the water is 13,- 
000 feet. Hencoan enormous dispropor- 
tion exists between the mass of land above 

, tho sea leytl and the yolume of wator he- 
neath, Taking tho area of the sea in com- 
parison to the land as 234 tol and mul- 
tiplying by 18, the number of times by 

which it oxceods if in depth, the total 
volume of ocean water is 36 times the yol- 
ume of the land above sca level. 


EASTER ISLAND. 


Strange Stone Heads Erected In Monor ot 
Distinguished Chieftains. 

Mr. C. F. Holder writes for St. Nicholas 
a story of life in Easter island in tho 
south Pacific, entitled “Lhe Festival of 
Eggs.’ It is tho custom for tho natives 
every spring to have acontest to sco which 
one can first swim toan outlying ro 
bring back unbroken a gull’s egg. Aft- 
er describing ono plucky victory won by 
the king's son, Mr, Holder says: 

As yiotor, Kaitaowas thecenter of inter- 
est for the remainder of the day. Many 
gifts and favors fell to him, and ho sat in 
the seat of honor next to the king at the 
dance and the merrymakings on that and 
succeeding nights, 

Kaitae was much more intelligent than 
many of his comrades, and while he joined 
in their games and pastimes he as much 
enjoyed listening to his elders when they 
related stories of the wonders of Waihu in 
the olden time, He learned that in those 
days the island was inhabited by many 
tribes of men, all under his ancestor, the 
king, and that the curious platforms and 
monuments that haye since made Haster 
island famous over the entire world were 
long before crected by his ancestors, just 
as in our parks we set up statues to coim- 
memorate our own distinguished men, and 
that the platforms were tombs as much 
reyered by the natives of the island as W 
minster abbey ts reyered by patriotic Eng- 
lishinen, 

During the boyhood of Kaitae several 
strange ships bearlng white men yisited 
the island and traded with the islanders, 
But some difficulties occurred and num- 
bers of bis people were killed, and once 
a horde of native enemies came in canoes, 
drove them to their hidden caves, de- 
stroyed their homes and killed hundreds 
of the people. When Kaitue and bis friends 
came out from their hiding places, they 
found the,statues in many cases thrown 
down or broken in pieces and the tombs 
destroyed. The heads of the lmages weighed 
tons and many could not be replaced, and 
there they lio to this day prone upon the 
site of the grent volcano. 

A descendant of King Kaitae, also bear- 
ing his name, is or was a few years ugo 
still living at Easter island n old man, 
over 80 yonrs of ugo, who delighted in talk- 
ing to foreigners of the wonders of his na- 
tive Waibu in ancient days, 


Women In Burma,

| schoolboy would be properly punished. At 
dinner he manifested anne because 
the sauco served with salmon not the 
kind he liked. At breakfast whipped 
off the cover of the hot dish set before him 
and exclaimod testily: ‘‘Mutton chops. 
The staplo of every bad inn in England 
Like Carlyle, the laurcato was at his mel 
lowest and best while under tho influence 
of his indispensablo pipe. Dr. Muller re- 
lates that on one ocension, being taunted 
by some friends with his inability to break 
tho smoking habit, Vennyson announced 
his intention to give it up at once and for- 
ever. ‘Tho same evening he threw his pipes 
and tobacco out of his bedroom window. 
After two days’ abstention he was very 
moody and captious, nnd the third day he 
v intolerably so. After passing a rest- 
less night he got up, went quictly to the 
garden, picked up one of his broken pipes, 
filled it with tobacco and after a short 
pull came to br t with normal scren- 
ity. He nover again referred to the ques- 
tion of breaking tho tobacco habit, 

It is astonishing how few great authors 
hayo been free from marked idiosyncrasies, 
lending color to the popular theory that 
between the most exalted intellects and 
insanity there is only a yery narrow di- 
viding linc. Dryden has put the bolief 
into a famous couplet. Long beforo that 
was written Aristotle wroto, ‘No excellent 
soulis exempt from a mixturo of imad- 
ness.'' Seneca said the samo thing in 
other words and Pope echoes Dryden in 
his **Essay on Man:’’ 

Remembrance and reficction how allied; 

What thin partitions sense from thought di- 

vide! 

Dr. Forbes Winslow, the famous English 
authority on alienism, not long sinco gave 
it as his deliberato opinion that thero is 
a scientific foundation for the theory that 
genius and madness are first cousins. 
He says that persons of gonius are usually 
persons of groat sensibility and that nery- 
ous irritability and omotionsal disturb- 
ance go along with tho ultra sensitive 
temperament. Ho points to Scott and 
Byron as examples of men of great genius 
who were both endowed with that excess- 
ivo sensibility which tends to become 
morbid, melancholy and deranged. It is 
curious that Dr. Winslow should take two 
poots as his illustrations, for, while all 
true pocts must be men of genius, all men 
of genius ere certainly not poots. here 
has been a goneral concurrence of opinion 
to the effect that poetry is the product of 
mental conditions that aro extraordinary, 
if not abnormal. Shelley, himself not 
free from the suspicion of mental disorder, 
declares that ‘poets are the hierophants of 
an unapprehonded inspiration, the mirrors 
of the gigantic shadows which futurity 
casts upon the present,’’ and this defini- 
tion itself! suggests some incoherency of 
thought. Juni in one of his famous 
letters to Sir William Draper, s ks of 
‘*the melancholy madness of poetry,’’ and 
if we are to confine our inspection of gen- 
juses to poets and authors alone there 
certainly is much evidence pointing to 
the alleged affinity of genius and insanity.- 
Coleridge could not have been entirely 
sane or he would not have taken such de- 
light in satirizing himself, The poet 
Alfleri wore his hair so long that, as he 
satin his box at the theater in Turin, it 
streamed over tho other side of the parti- 
tion, whore a lady broke out in yoluble 
adimiration of it. Tho noxt day Adfieri 
cut his tresses closo to his head and sent 
them ina parcel to the lady, It was a 
poet's way of roproying rudeness. No busi- 
ness man would haye so acted. Byron 
did many strange things. His conyersion 
of a skull found jn tho grayeyard of his 
ancestors into o drink cup was one of the 

Theso instances of poctic 
s could bo easily oxtendod. 
Young's ‘Night Thoughts,’ though 
Young wasas cheerful as a crickot when 
he wrote it, is as full of the microbes 
of melancholia, and Beattie was justified 
in saying that wheneyer onc finds himself 
reading it in aw corner with pleasure ‘‘it 
is time to shué the Look and return to the 
company.’” 

Yet Charles Lamb observes in ono of 
his brilliant essays that ‘it is impossible 
for tho mind to conceive of a mad Shakes- 
,”’ and ho takes issue squarely with 
Dr, Forbes Winslow’s theory by declaring 
that the near relationship of genius to in- 
sanity isa popular fallacy, and that ‘*tho 
greatest wits will ever be found to be the 
sanest writers."’ “The ground of the fal- 
laoy,’’ says Lamb, ‘‘that men, finding tho 
rapturos of the higher pootry a condition of 
exaltation to which they haye no parallel 
in their own experionce besides tho spurl 
ous resembJance of it in dreams and fevers,

WHEN SHE WAS BORN, 

in Kensington Palace on May 24, 1819, 

there seemed no great probability that 
Victoria would ever become Queen of 
‘England. Her father, the Duke of 
Kent, was the fourth son of George LI.| 
The second son, the Duke of York, was 
still alive, and the third son, the Duke} 
of Clarence, who succeeded George IV, 
had a daughter and/was considered lia- 
ble to heve other children, as his wife 
was still young. This daughter died 
im infancy, and the death of the Duke 
_of York im 1827 without children made 
Victoria the presumptive successor of 
William IV. Her mearness to the 
throne was first made known to her 
“when she was about 12 years old by 
showing her the royal ‘genealogical 
table. She was warned at the same 
time that her uncle, William IV., 
might yet have an heir. In the pro- 
clamation of her accession to ‘the 
throne six years later this contingency 
was provided for by a clause in which 
the rights f a posthumous child to 
William IV. were protected. 

The Queen was baptized ‘Alexan- 
drine Victoria. She was so designated | 
im the accession proclamation and con- 
‘temporaneous S&tate papers, but her 
signing herself simply Victoria caused 
the other name to be dropped almost 
immediately. The name Alexandrina, 
after one of her sponsors, the Emperor 
Alexander of Russia, was given her by 
her uncle, George IV., then Prince Re- 
gent. She was named Victoria after 
her mother. - 

_ She was the first member of the Eng- 

lish royai family to be vaccinated. No 
en of stories are told of her childhood 
which illustrate gooduess of heart, it 
not brilliancy. aViten told that her 
Suxcession to the throne would Le bar- 
red if her Aunt Adelaide, William IV.’s 
wife, had children, she said:

Both Loved the Same Man—The Girls Were
